presidency in a roll-call vote over 
Allan S. Haywood, 64, executive 
vice sident of the CIO, who 
has n its presi officer 
since Murray's death. 

The balloting was announced 
as 3,079,181 votes for * ae 
and 2,613, 103 for Haywood 

Haywood refused to the end to 
concede to Reuther, although it 
had been widely expected in ad- 
vance that Reuther would win.

The convention was expected 
to re-elect Haywood to his execu- 
tive vice president’s office as the 
balloting continued. The present 
secretary-treasurer, James B. 
Carey was considered certain to 
retain his position. Also up for 
re-election were the 45 members 
of the CIO’s executive board. 

Before the balloting started, 
Haywood told the convention he 
would “abide by its decision.” He 
said he would stay in the CIO 
“for all the time I have left.”

peared clear Reuther would win, 
but the Haywood group insisted 
on the showdown. 

The voting on the crucial ballot 
came very much along the lines 
which had been predicted. How- 
ever, sone smaller unions which 
had been pledged to Haywood 
switched to Reuther. 


Cars May Be Left. 


Leaders of the rival factions 
are agreed that expressions of 
unity will come from both sides, 
but the bitterness engendered by 
the campaign has created such 
scars that it may require time 
to determine whether they may 
be healed. without destroying the 
solidarity of the organization. 

The convention today adopted 
a resolution calling for renewed 
merger negotiations with the 
AFL, but leaders apparently had 
their fingers crossed about them 
being successful. 

“We'll welcome a sound unity 
with the American Federation of 
Labor,” Haywood told the con- 
vention. “But there will be no 
Munich pacts. We've built a home 
for labor, too, as well as the AFL. 
We want unity, but we're not go- 
ing crawling to the AFL, under- 
stand that.” 

Previous efforts to merge the 
two big unions groups have 
failed. Renewed unity talks re- 
cently were suggested by George 
Meany on his being elected AFL 
president. 

Emil Rieve, president of the 
CIO textile workers union whose 
organization is currently engaged 
in a bitter rivalry with the AFL 
textile workers, said he wanted 
ah AFL-CIO merger but “I’m not 
in favor of the AFL absorbing 
the CIO.”

BERLIN, Dec. 4 (UP)—East 
German Communists accused 


West Berlin trucking firms of 
smuggling today in an attempt to 
justify seizure of vehicles. 

For the second straight day 
motor traffic between East and 
West Berlin was at a standstill as 
an estimated 500 Western ve- 
hicles still were impounded in 
the Soviet sector. The drivers also 
were held. 

The Communists seized the ve- 
hicles in surprise raids yesterday. 
At the same time they barred 
Eastern vehicles from entering 
West Berlin. 

The Neues Deutschland, Com- 
munist party newspaper, said 
West Berlin trucking firms have 
been smuggling raw materials, 
machinery and other goods from 
East to West Berlin. 

Thirty-five owners of automo- 
biles seized by the Communists 
were released from Red custody 
today, and permitted to return to 
West Berlin. The Communists 
kept their vehicles. 


572 MISSOURIANS 
KILLED IN KOREA

showed today 572 Missourians 
have lost their lives in the Ko- 
rean fighting.

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TESTIFIES UNION 
USED STATIONERY 
OF FIRM TO HIRE 


Head of Stevedore Com- 
pany Says He Was 
Forced to Employ Ex- 
Prisoners to Keep 
Peace on Piers.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (UP)—A 
stevedore firm president revealed 
today that waterfront union 


bosses have used shipping com- 
pany stationery to recruit former 
convicts from Sing Sing—includ- 
ing murderers—for work on the 
New York waterfront. 

Andrew V. Warwick, who rose 
from. office boy to president of 
the firm of T. Hogan & Sons, Inc., 
also reluctantly admitted that he 
was forced to hire former con- 
victs to keep peace on the piers. 


New York State Crime Commis- 
sion in the second day of its 
hearing into the rackets which 
Bave flourished on the big city 
waterfront—the busiest port in 
the world. 

Warwick. was shown by counsel 
for the commission three letters 
written by a hiring boss and a 
shop steward employed by him. 
These letters promised jobs “up- 
on release“ to three convicts. 
One of these convicts is now 
awaiting execution for a subse- 
oes dock murder. The letters 

on stationery of the 
United States Lines by which the 
Hogan firm is employed. 
Net Pleased With Three Workers 


Warwick acknowledged that all 
three men were employed by the 
Hogan firm and said he wasn't 
particularly pleased with that 


“Is it a fact that they were em- 
ployed because you were fearful 
of trouble?” asked Theodore 
Kiendl, the commission’s special 
counsel, 


“That was part of it,” War- 
wick replied, “but another part 
was that they belonged to the 
union (AFL International Long- 
shoremen’s Association). I don't 
think we have that right.” 

“But you were fearful of diffi- 
culties with the union?” 

“I wouldn’t say of trouble with 
the union, but with the men on 
the piers,” Warwick answered. 

He said that none of the three 
had been employed as a hiring 
boss and stated emphatically that 
he did not approve of the to 
whom it may concern letters” in- 
troduced in evidence. 


“I don’t think they had any 
right to use that letterhead, and 
they had no right even if they 
used a blank letterhead,” he said. 
“That is a matter of company 
policy rather than individuals on 
the piers.” 


Defends Shape-Up. 


Warwick defended the shape-up 
system as used on the New York 
piers against a suggestion that 
the situation could be improved 
by the hiring hall system similar 
to that on the West Coast. 

He said that production per 
gang in West Coast ports was 
12 weight tons per hour as com- 
pared with 17 or 18 tons in New 
York. 


Jones F. Devlin, general man- 
ager of the United States Lines, 
testified that his firm had suf- 
fered from a considerable amount 
of thievery while temporarily oc- 
cupying Pier 46, North River, sev- 
eral years ago. He said that be- 
cause of the temporary nature of 
their lease, and to avoid trouble, 
his firm and the Hogan firm, their 
contracting stevedore, agreed to 
accept the designations of local 
union delegates as hiring bosses. 

Devlin testified that quantities 
of cameras and clocks had dis- 
appeared from the pier. He also 
testified to the mysterious disap- 
pearance of 10 tons of steel. 

“A most remarkable case of pil- 
fering,” Devlin commented.

Before he made the announce- 
ment, hundreds of shouting Com- 
munists, demonstrating against re- 
armament, were turned back in a 
march on the Federal parliament. 


The marchers had reached the 
entrance to the Parliament office 
building when police rushed up 
to push them back. 

However, some of demon- 
strators got into the building with 
passes given them by Communist 
members of Parliament. Plain- 
clothes police began a hunt for 
these to prevent them entering 
the legislative chamber. 

Police said most of the demon- 
strators apparently had been 
brought down from the industrial 
Ruhr cities. Communist party 
headquarters at Duesseldorf has 
called for nation-wide strikes and 
demonstrations against the pacts 
—the peace contract under which 
Bonn would obtain near sov- 
eignty and the six-nation Euro- 
pean defense community treaty 
under which the Germans pledge 
to raise 500,000 men for a Euro- 
pean army.

WILL HITLER WROTE 
DAY OF PRESUMED 
DEATH HELD VALID 


D SELDORF, Germany, 
Dec. 4 (AP)—The will that Adolf 
Hitler wrote in a Berlin bomb 
shelter the day of his presumed 
suicide is valid, a German court 
ruled today. 

The court said Hitler’s rela- 
tives have no legal claim on his 
property because his will be- 
queathed his estate to the Nazi 
party and the German state. 

Losers by this ruling were Hit- 
ler’s sister, Paula Wolf, and a 
Swiss publisher, Francois Genoud 
of Geneva. Genoud claimed that 
Paula Wolf had given him exclu- 
sive publishing rights to the rec- 
ord of Hitler’s dinner table con- 
versations during his rule as Ger- 
man fuehrer. The court denied 
his claim. : 

Genoud attacked Hitler’s will 
on the ground he was mentally 
irresponsible and that the Nazi 
party and the German state had 
ceased to exist when Hitler wrote 
the will on April 29, 1945. 

Paula Wolf said last Octeber 
the value of Hitler’s estate was 
not worth the price of a suit to 
recover it.

GOURT ORDERS 
GELINGS ENDED 
ON MANY F00S 


Ruling Affects Long List 
of Products Processéd

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
A federal court today ordered the 
Office of Price Stabilization to 
wipe out price ceilings on a long 
list of food products processed 
from fruits and vegetables. 


Among them are jams, jellies, 
preserves and honey; all canned 
and dehydrated soups, including 
those containing meats; strained 
and chopped baby and junior 
@oods, vinegar and sauces. 

The United States emergency 
court of appeals held that the 
ceilings must be lifted to comply 
with the decision that Congress 
made last July to decontrol all 
fruits and vegetables in both 
fresh and processed form. 


Appeal Unlikely. 


The court gave OPS 20 days in 
which to comply With its ruling 
and lift the ceilings. OPS could 
appeal to the Supreme Court but 
officials said they could not say 
immediately whether that would 
be done. 

The emergency court’s decision 
upheld a protest by Safeway 
Stores, Inc., that OPS was mis- 
interpreting the law in keeping 
ceilings on the products in ques- 
tion. Safeway operates about 
2000 stores in 23 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Congress decreed decontrol for 
processed fruits and vegetables 
on July 1. OPS then took ceilings 
off a wide range of canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. It 
did not, however, remove con- 
trols from many other items 
made up of fruits and vegetables 
in combination with other ingre- 
dients. Those are the items the 
court orders be decontrolled. 


Food Items Affected. 


Here are some of the items 
OPS must decontrol unless it suc- 
cessfully appeals today’s ruling: 

Canned potato salad, pepper 
sauce, steak sauce, coconut in 
various forms, apple vinegar, 
dried lentels, vanilla extract either 
pure or imitation, ice cream sun- 
dae fruit, syrups, jelly pectins and 
many other items.

Yet Whether to Seek 
Floor Leadership.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 4—Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, in an ex- 
clusive interview with the Post- 
Dispatch, made it abundantly 
clear today. that he dic not be- 
lieve his indignant blast against 
President elect Eisenhower's 
choice of Martin Durkin, AFL 
union leader, as Secretary of La- 
bor meant that the “honeymoon” 
between the incoming Republican 
President and the new Republi- 
can Congress is over. 

For publication, Taft declined 
to go beyond the precise word- 
ing of his statement that Durkin’s 
appointment was “incredible” and 
an “affront” to the millions of 
union members who had voted for 


Eisenhower. Durkin, a registered 
Democrat. voted for Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 


‘Let It Be Misinterpreted.’ 


When reporters, who called 
Taft from Washington by tele- 
phone, argued that his criticism 
of the appointment might have 
been misinterpreted, Taft coldly 
replied that was all right with 
him, “let it be misinterpreted.” 

During the interview, however, 
Taft's remangks on other subjects 
plainly indicated that the honey- 
moon was not over because it had 
never begun so far as he person- 
ally was concerned and that he is 
still willing, as the leading Sen- 
ate Republican, to co-operate with 
Eisenhower if that is Eisenhow- 
er's plan. 

Although none of Eisenhower's 
selections for top executive posts 
has yet included any of Taft's 
first choices, the Ohio Senator 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

believe that I can work with 
all the men and women the Gen- 
eral has named so far, perhaps in- 
cluding Mr. Durkin.” He said he 
would be able to tell better what 
he could do in the new Adminis- 
tration after he had talked with 
other people about the middle of 
the month. 

Asked to identify the “other 
people,” he said they were the 
Eisenhower appointees and mem- 
bers of Congress. 


Undecided on Senate Posts. 


A further indication that he be- 
lieves he can co-operate with the 
new President was his statement 
that he had not yet decided 
whether he should seek the Sen- 
ate floor leadership or remain as 
chairman of the Republican Pol- 
icy committee, which, in effect, 
is the rules committee of the Sen- 
ate because it makes up the cal- 
endar of legislation to be consid- 
ered and, the official party atti- 
tude toward legislation. 

Should he become floor leader, 
he would be compelled to work 
intimately with Eisenhower and 
the executive agencies as the 
party spokesman in the Senate. 
It is inconceivable that a Senator 
hostile to the White House pro- 
gram could remain the Adminis- 
tration’s spokesman for long. 
Taft has asked that the traditional 
Monday morning legislative con- 
ferences between the President 
and Senate and House leaders in- 
clude the chairman of the Policy 
committee. Even in that more 
remote position, he would be com- 
pelled to a large extent to follow 
White House wishes. 

“On most matters,” Taft told 
the Post-Dispatch, “whatever dif- 
ferences between Eisenhower and 
myself have been differences of 
degree. No one man can run the 
Senate. While I have views on a 
number of subjects, I believe we 
can work out a program.” 


“Marriage of Convenience.” 


It was this writer’s definite im- 
pression after the interview, 
which began at Taft’s office in 
the building of the Times-Star, 
the Taft family newspaper, and 
continued over the luncheon table 
at Taft’s club, that Taft was not 
looking forward to a “honey- 
moon” but rather a “marriage of

Korean issues are rerarded by 
authorities here as topping the list 
of foreign policy problems pre- 
pared for study by John Foster 
Dulles, chosen as Eisenhower's 
Secretary of State. 


Some authorities suggested 
that, if Eisenhower were to pro- 
pose any quick new step based on 
findings of his Korean trip, the 
Truman Administration would 
give his ideas consideration and, 
if it agreed, put them into ef- 
fect. However, barring an emer- 
gency, it is considered unlikely 
that Eisenhower will propose any 
action until he is in power. 


Possible policy developments 
lie in two fields. Ultimately, au- 
thorities here believe, steps will 
be taken in one or both unless an 
armistice is arranged fairly soon. 


On the military side, some high 
American officers in the Far East 
reportedly have advised Washing- 
ton that the best hope of ending 
the war lies in launching a major 
offensive. Destruction of the Com- 
munist forces, rather than the 
gaining of territory, would be the 
primary objective,

during his Korean trip.

What Then? 


That will raise another big 
policy question: What steps should 
the U.N. then take?

The Commonwealth nations also would like 
to see more dollars invested abroad to the mu- 
tual advantage of them and the United States. 
This is a field particularly for private enterprise. 
Also, they would like to see more so-called off- 
shore procurement; that is, placing more orders 
for military equipment in Britain and Europe. 
This idea is not new in Washington. It is at- 
tractive because it generally means lower prices 
for us; and our allies can finance part of their 
defense effort out of the profits on such orders. 

Some American industrialists, however, will 
want all the orders and all the profits to be 
kept at home. This attitude is similar to the 


one which resulted in the present requirement - 


that at least half of our foreign aid shipments 
be carried in United States vessels. The job 
could be done more cheaply in foreign ships, 
and our help would stretch that much farther. 

The issue is relatively simple: Do we want 
to help our allies to pay their own way, or do 
we want to tax ourselves to make all the con- 
tributions necessary to their defense and our 
own? The British are trying to help them- 
selves. It makes sense to help them as much 
as we reasonably can in their effort. 

Trade makes more sense than aid.

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A Jury Reports on U.N. 

The federal grand jury in New York which 
has been investigating Communist affiliations of 
Americans employed by the United Nations 
made one recommendation that should be gen- 
erally approved—that the grand jury which will 
succeed it be instructed to carry on its work. 

A continuation of the investigation is made 
necessary by the nature of the jury's report, 
and by the fact that U.N. policy toward this prob- 
lem is just in the process of being formulated. 
Secretary General Trygve Lie asked a panel of 
legal experts to advise him, and their recom- 
mendation against employment in this country 
of any possibly disloyal persons is now being 
studied. Once the U.N. policy is fixed and car- 
ried into action, the grand jury should inquire 
into how well it is operating. 

The expiring jury makes serious charges 
against the State Department, but since its re- 
port names no names it is difficult for the lay- 
man to know how accurate the charges are. 
Where the jury says the State Department has 
failed to da all it could to oust possibly subver- 
sive pérsonnel from the U.N., the State Depart- 
ment contends that it has informed the U.N. of 
all employes it believed to be Communists.

che net result is one more blow to wage 
stabilization which may make it difficult to keep 
the program alive. The consequences in the 
coal industry alone need not be catastrophic.

The trouble is, of course, that the coal oper- 
ators may not be content with prices that 
merely cover the cost increase, and that workers 
in other industries may use the coal settlement 
as leverage for their own demands. The prin- 
cipal protection against another round of infla- 
tion now resides not in the apparatus of price 
and wage control but in the changing economic 
situation. 3

defeated the Government to obtain their wage 
increase only to be working fewer days a week 
at the new rates. 

The one cheerful note in this picture 1s that 
the stabilization agencies themselves stood firm 
on the principles it is their business to uphold.

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Mr. Durkin and His Constituency 


The business men who will join President- 
elect Eisenhower's cabinet have made a point 
of announcing that they will sever all their busi- 
ness connections upon taking office. 

What about Martin P. Durkin, the prospective 
Secretary of Labor? Would it not be desirable 
for him to resign from the plumbers’ union and 
the AFL when he enters the cabinet? 

A Secretary of Labor, as Mr. Durkin has indi- 
cated himself, is not supposed to represent any 
particular group in the exercise of his official 
duties. Not only members of all labor organiza- 
tions but working people who are unorganized 


are his constituents. For the same reason that a 


business man should sever his corporate connec- 
tions on entering the cabinet, a Secretary of 
Labor would do well to be free of organization 
ties. , 
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Not Pressing? It Will Be 

Gov.-elect William G. Stratton has promised 
Illinois that he will not change the state police 
merit system established during the Stevenson 
administration, and that is good news. It took a 
special combination of circumstances to get the 
merit system established. The benefits of keep- 
ing the state police out of politics are so obvious 
and so far-reaching that Illinois will expect its 
new governor to maintain this principle both in 
word and in spirit. 


Mr. Stratton says gambling is not a “pressing 
issue,” and he evidently hopes it will not become 
one—at least not to the extent that he will have 
to consider using the state police to suppress it. 
He is reluctant to use the state police for this 
purpose. 

Well, so was Gov. Stevenson. Over and over 
again, Gov. Stevenson warned local communities 
that gambling and law enforcement were first 
their own responsibilities. 


The question is whether, when local enforce- 
ment does break down, the state has a responsi- 
bility to move in. Gov. Stevenson had the cour- 
age to face that question and answer it affirma- 
tively, and that was one of the principal differ- 
ences between the atmosphere of his adminis- 
tration and that of Gov. Dwight Green’s before 
him. 


Where will the state’s new governor take his 
stand when the test comes? He ought to be 
thinking about the problem now. He must know 
what many Illinois citizens know, that he had 
the support in his campaign of interests which 
hope to see a return to “the good old days” in 
the realm of law enforcement. These interests 
will be expecting a green light shortly after 
January, and it will be up to Gov.-elect Stratton 
to decide whether they get it or not. 
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Wrong Approach in Transit 

Few objections are likely to be heard in St. 
Louis to the city’s proposal that it get back its 
old power to regulate Public Service Co.’s bus 
lines. Indeed a rather convincing case can be 
made for local regulation of the transit firm’s 
streetcar lines as well. 

But would this in any way change the funda- 
mental aspects of the problem? We think not. 
The Missouri Public Service Commission repeat- 
edly has been forced to permit fare increases to 
protect the company’s rate of return. Given the 
same set of circumstances, any city regulatory 
body would have had to do the same. The com- 
pany is in business to make a profit and its 
profits are no higher than those of other utilities. 


The heart of the transit problem is centered 
in the question of how to improve service and 
stabilize fares. We believe the best approach to 
finding the answer lies in a publicly-owned 
metropolitan transit authority. Establishment of 
such an authority will require the hardest kind 
of thinking in all areas of the metropolitan dis- 
trict, including City Hall. 

Energy that would be expanded in pushing 
the city’s proposal through the Missouri Legis- 
lature ought to be employed in a cause with 
happier prospects. The metropolitan transit 
authority is the cause and an improved transit

Saigh Asks One Vesey Bar | "3 
Of TV to Measure Effect

PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec. 4 (AP)—President Fred Saigh of the 
Cardinals said today he believed the National League should ban 
television from all parks for 1953 and reiterated his threat to 
refuse clubs permission to telecast their home games with St. Louis 
unless the Cards received a share of the TV receipts. 
“There is no question in my 
mind that television is hurting 
the attendance,” declared the 
Redbird boss 24 hours before the 
start of the major-league meet- 
ings. However, to satisfy the 
skepties, I suggest we ban video 
for one year to determine once 
and for all whether it hurts or 
helps baseball. 

Saigh, a persistent foe of base- 
Dall telecasts, is convinced that 
television not only cuts deeply 
into attendances but breaks up 
the balance of power throughout 
the league and threatens to wreck 
the poorer clubs. The Cards, 
whose games are broadcast over 
the largest radio network in 
baseball, a chain consisting of 92 
stations, do not telecast their 
home games. 

As far as the Cardinals aré con- 
cerned in regard to television, 
Saigh said they are simply a vic- 
tim of an “accident of location.” 
Informed that. the Giants and 
Dodgers, for example, have con- 
tracts that run through 1956 and 
are committed to televise 77 
games per season, Saigh remained 
unshaken in his beliefs. 

“We warned them three years 
ago of our intentions,” he said, 
“and if they stuck their necks out 
with commitments,’ that’s their 
fault. Television contracts are an 
assignable right and cannot be 
governed by baseball rules. We

We cannot think of time of 
year when hot gingerbread is “out 
of season.” If whipped cream 
ges with it, sweeten the cream 
with dark honey or maple syrup.

Of course you will want some- 
thing special as a dessert for your 
holiday entertaining—so here it 
is, very new and very special. 
After all the years that pie has 
rated as a favorite dessert, it 
hardly seems possible that any- 
thing new could be devised in 
crusts or fillings. But American 
ingenuity continues to develop 
ways of making foods even more 
enjoyable. Comes now a never- 
fail crust, with a flavor all its 
own, which couldn’t be simpler 
to make. . 

Remember when the chiffon 
and parfait fillings caught the 
public fancy? We predict that 
this crust will be just us popular. 
Basically, it is made like this: 
Spread two tablespoons soft 
butter evenly on bottom and sides 
of an eight- or nine-inch pie pan. 
Sprinkle one four-ounce package 
of coconut in pan, pressing coco- 
nut info the butter.

NDERSTANDING is the comprehension of 
U something told you by somebody who already 
knows. 

No doubt the person who does the telling will 
preface his remarks with the statement that what 
he is going to say is very simple and that you 
should have no trouble understanding. | 

He then will proceed to speak rapidly, using 
technical terms. When he runs out of breath he 
will let his voice drop to a whisper. He will hurry 
over parts of his explanation while remarking “of 
course you know,” when of course you do not know. 
At that rate it will not be long before you have 
become confused and stopped following. 

Should you confess that you are stumped and 
ask him to repeat what he has told you? You can’t 
be sure you will understand on the second try 
any better than on the first. Then you will have to 
ask him to go over it a third time. 

If others are present it is probable they already 
are showing signs of comprehension. If you admit 
that you don’t, you will be in a class by yourself. 

In that case you will be put down as dull-witted.

The ‘Furl@ng’—Back to the Land. 

T IS a man on the land who 

asks the origin of the “furlong,” 
-the measure of length which 
makes an eighth of a mile, or 220 
yards, He will be interested. to 
know that the word means “‘the 
length of a furrow.” 

“Furlong” comes from the 
Anglo-Saxon “furlang,” which is 
composed of “furh,” furrow, and 
“lang,” long. Originally, the com- 
mon field was regarded . as eon- 
taining 10 acres, whose dimen- 
ions varied according to the 
méasurement of the acre at varie 
ous times and places. However, 
it is from the standard length 
of an acre as 40 poles that the 
“furlong” turns out to be 220
